FRIDAY MORNING 


The twenty-first convention of the 
Mailers Trade District Union was 
opened at the Prince George Hotel on 
Friday morning, August 9, 1924, at 10 
o’clock, by President Ben Morton of 
Toronto Mailers Union No. 5. 


The President addressed the conven- 
tion, welcoming the delegates to To- 
ronto, after which he presented to 
President Chas. N. Smith the gavel 
and the convention was then called to 
order for the transaction of business.

Several communications were read 
relative to a matter in Sioux City, 
Iowa, affecting Mr. H. N. Sturgeon, 
mailer in that city. 


Moved by Delegate Maloney that a 
committee of three be appointed for 
the purpose of interviewing Delegate 
Noble of the Sioux City Typographi- 
cal Union on the complaint of Mr. 
Sturgeon and that the committee be 
given full power to act in the matter. 
Adopted. 


The president appointed on the 


committee Delegates Maida, Weiss- 
man and Wyatt. 
As President Gallagher, of New 


York Mailers Union No. 6, was pres- 
ent, Delegate Bridges requested the 
privilege of the floor be accorded 
President Gallagher to explain the sit- 
uation of the Hungarian newspaper 
strike, which he did in a very able 
manner. He also spoke on a few 
more subjects, which were very inter- 
esting to the delegates. 


Delegate Mazurette spoke on the 
subject of the Montreal situation . 


Moved by Delegate Maloney, that a 
committee of three be appointed to 
draw up a resolution requesting that 
strike benefiits be continued to assist 
the Montreal mailers, also that the 
Mailers Trade District Union concur 
in these resolutions and present them 
to the International Typographical 
Union convention for action on same. 


Delegates Lepp, Maida, Maloney, 
White and Mazurette spoke on the 
matter. 


President Smith appointed on the 
committee to draw up the resolution 
Delegates Maloney, Mazurette and 
Martin. 


After a general discussion on many 
interesting subjects, which was _in- 
dulged in by many of the delegates, 
it was moved by Delegate Finn that 
we adjourn to reconvene at 2 p. m.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT CHAS. 
N. SMITH 


To the members of the Mailers Trade 
District Union— 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In reporting the activities of our or- 
ganization to the twenty-first annual 
convention let me say that we have ex- 
perienced one of the most difficult pe- 
riods of our existence, and utter dis- 
regard has been shown by some of our 
printers’ organizations for the consti- 
tutional laws of the International Ty- 
pograpical Union that calls for co- 
operation in scale matters, lock-out 
or strikes by the printers and mailers. 
The most flagrant violation of section 
2 of article 1 of the constitution hap- 
pened in Louisville, where our mem- 


bers have been and are still working 
for $28.00 per week because the pub- 
lishers there have refused {to sign 
new agreements with our organiza- 
tion. No cause has been given, except 
that the publishers prefer the Ameri- 
can Plan. My personal opinion is the 
publishers there prefer the $28.00 
scale, which is very much under the 
average paid our members. The offi- 
cers of our Louisville Union petitioned 
the printers to co-operate with them, 
when the publishers pasted the follow- 
ing notice on the walls of the mail 
rooms in Louisville: 


“The contract between Louisville 
newspapers and Mailers Union No. 16 
expired October 28, 1922. The con- 
tract provision for a subsequent period 
of not to exceed 60 days during which 
negotiations for a succeeding contract 
might be carried on has also expired. 
On October 16, 1922, Mailers Union 
_ No. 16 presented a proposal for a new 
contract containing provisions for in- 
creased wages and shorter working 
hours as well as extension of juris- 
diction over other work, the entire 
proposition being so drastic that in 
our opinion negotiations were useless. 
We have maintained contractual re- 
lations for some years with Mailers 
Union No. 16, Louisville being one of 
the 30 cities doing so out of 251 cities 
in the United States employing other 
union crafts. Conditions of employ: 
ment have operated against reward 
for individual effort or ability, and we 
have paid the scale for journeymen to 
men performing the work of un- 
skilled labor. From this date our 
mailing rooms will be conducted in 
such manner as will most nearly in- 
sure economy and efficiency. Men will 
be employed as individuals solely on 
their merit in accordance with our 
judgment. No faithful and efficient 
employee will be dismissed who con- 
tinues to render satisfactory service, 
and it is our desire that all such mem- 
bers of our mailing forces remain and 
give us their hearty co-operation. We 
feel confident those who do will find 
the new conditions more satisfactory 
than those under which we have been 
operating. For the present the wage 
scale will not be changed, but a plan 
will be worked out which will accord 
recognition to the skill, industry and 


fidelity of the individual employe, 
which principle of employment is not 
possible under Mailers’ Union law.” 


The printers at that time claimed 
they were under contract and regret- 
ted that they could not assist our 
members because of that. However, 
the printers’ scale expired in May of 
this year. Our members were still 
working for $28.00 per week, as the 
promise of the better conditions under 
the American Plan made by the pub- 
lishers failed to materialize. The 
publishers did, however, place two 
non-union men in each office and paid 
them $34.00 per week. All these facts 
were made known to the officers and 
members of the Louisville Typograph- 
ical Union, and they were again asked 
to comply with section 2 of article 1 
of the constitution and their own lo- 
cal laws, which prevents anything go- 
ing into the contract that would not 
be approved by the international of- 
ficers. To my surprise two members 
of the scale committee of the Louis- 
ville Typographical Union came to 
headquarters to find out how they 
could evade this international and lo- 
cal law, so they could sign the 
proposition offered them by the pub- 
lishers, which by design excluded the 
mailers and those laws calling for co- 
operation from the contract. Let me 
say to the credit of all the members 
of the excutive council of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union that that 
committee received no encouragement 
and I especially desire to state that 
one member of the committee, a Mr. 
Phelps, became quite peeved at Presi- 
dent Howard because he would not 
show or advise them how they could 
evade or violate the constiution of our 
parent body. This scale committee 
and the officers of the Louisville Typo- 
graphical Union by mail were ad- 
vised by the executive council that 
they should not and could not sign 
anything with the publishers in viola- 
tion of the International Typographi- 
cal Union laws. Despite these instruc- 
tions, the officers and the scale com- 


mittee of Typographical Union No. 10 


had the effrontery to invite the offi- 
cers of our Louisville Mailers Union 
to their meeting, where they abso- 
lutely disregarded all instructions and 
adopted the proposition offered them 
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by the publishers. This leaves our 
members still working with non-union- 
ists and at $28, and left to their own 
resources in finding a solution of the 
situation. They have protested to the 
executive council of the International 
Typographical Union, as has also one 
member of the Typograpical Union of 
Louisvillé, claiming violation of local 
and international laws, and the ex- 
ecutive council now has the matter 
under advisement. I look for an 
action by the council that wiill stop 
such flagrant violations of. our laws, 
and aS a member of the executive 
council, I intend to do my utmost to 
rectify this contemptuous condition of 
affairs in Louisville. 


There were other infringements of 
this law that have been brought to 
my attention. However, we cannot 
and do not expect perfection in this 
co-operative movement at once, and 
realize the law is too new for special 
understanding in its purpose, but we 
do believe where our members have 
been locked out or are on strike that 
our printer brothers should be willing 
to help us from being destroyed by 
the employers or publishers, wherever 
these conditions prevail. Our mem- 
bers did not not hesitate to assist the 
printers at Seattle and were awaiting 
developments regarding printers’ 
scale matters in many other cities, es- 
pecially in New York City, during the 
scale negotiations there of the Typo- 
graphical Union, and for a while it 
looked as though they would be called 
upon to take action by the printers, 
although the mailers could have 
signed long before the _ printers 
settled and could have secured the 
same increases finally secured with 
clauses in the agreement’ covering 
the co-operative law. They did not 
‘sign up, however, until they were no- 
tified that everything was alright by 
the officers of Big Six, and the same 
thing has happened in Kansas City, 
which proves that section 2 of article 
1 of the constitution laws of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union is 
practicable and has been put in opera- 
tion without any drastic action being 
necessary. This is sufficient reason, 
in my judgment, why we should ex- 
pect co-operation and full support from 
our big brother members of the In- 


ternational Typographial Union (the 
printers), and .we will continue our 
efforts until we do secure that sup- 
port. 

44-Hour Week 


The first week in September will 
see the close of one of the greatest 
achievements in the history of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union, the 
forty-four hour strike. Many of the 
employers who were responsible for 
the drastic action the members of the 
International Typographical Union 
had to take no doubt wished they had 
lived up to their agreement to give 
these members the forty-four hour 
week on May Ist, 1921. Some of them 
had seen the error of their ways be- 
fore they had gone very far, others 
were buncooed by strike insurance 
companies, while others held on to 
the end regardless of the conse- 
quences. Their cost has been severe. 
Our cost has run up into the millions. 
It could not have been avoided, how- 
ever, as the employers’ repudiated 
their agreement. We have won re- 
gardless of the many difficulties that 
the members of the International 
Typographical Union encountered, and 
we trust this lesson will have its 
weight in bringing about closer rela- 
tions and better understanding  be- 
tween our members and their employ- 
ers. The mailers have done their 
share to bring about the successful 
conclusion of that conflict and contri- 
buted about 15 per cent of the total 
cost of the strike, and as an example 
I quote from Secretary Hays’ report: 

You will notice the total paid by all 
mailers ’organizations during the past 
year was $132,229.50. The total drawn 
out of all funds was $52,429.75; the- 
difference is $79,799.75, balance left in 
funds. Now let us take the expense 
of mailers’ representatives from that, 
$6,389.27; thus we have the total left 
—$73,410.48, in the various funds after 
expenses and benefits have been 
drawn by our members. The _ best 
reason for this part of my report is 
that I have learned that there are 
some members of the International 
Typographical Union who have gath- 
ered the opinion that the mailers have 
been a detriment to that organization. 
These figures prove those members 
are slightly in error, that we not only 


pay our way but also leave something 
in the treasury to help.them if it be- 
comes necessary. I suggest you keep 
these figures in mind as they will en- 
able you to enlighten the skeptics. It 
might be well to also to inform you 
that there were no mailers on the 
forty-four hour strike list when the 
council terminated said list. They 
had won its fight prior to its ter- 
mination. 
Defense Fund. 


For some time the officers of the 
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Mailers Trade District Union have 
been endeavoring to teach our mem- 
bers the necessity of a large defense 
fund. One hundred thousand dollars 
was the high figure quoted. Some of 
our members thought this a rather 
high estimate. Therefore let me bring 
to your attention the following table 


taken from the report of President 
Howard and covering the money ex- 
pended by the mailers on strike from 
June ist, 1920, to June Ist, 1923. 
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39, Montreal 
68, Rochester 


You will see that three unions alone 
used more than $150,000.00, and in my 
opinion those unions were retarded in 
their progress because they had not 
and could not get enough money for 
advertiising and propaganda purposes 
from the International Typographical 
Union. Your $5,000.00 defense fund 
has not been and is not now in a 
healthy condition, and your executive 
council did not feel it proper to add 
any financial burden upon the mem- 
bers to restore the defense fund to the 
$5,000.00 figure while they were bur- 
dened with the forty-four hour assess- 
ments, and in any event your defense 
fund would have been insufficient. I 
am recommending, however, to the 
other members of the executive coun- 
cil that an assessment would be levied 
upon our members at this time to re- 
store the defense fund to its original 
amount ($5,000.00) and give’ the 
opinion the next twelve months will 
decide positively whether it will nec- 
essary for our craft to have a larger 
defense fund. And in passing let me 
say that the proposition submitted to 
a referendum for a 25 per cent in- 
creased per capita tax by the last con- 
vention, although being reported de- 
feated by a small margin, as a matter 
of fact had been adopted by a small 
majority, as the vote of the Cleveland 
Union was lost in the mail and did not 
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reach the secretary-treasurer until 
after the canvassing board had com- 
pleted their report. 


New Scales Signed. 


Mostly all of our organization have 
Signed new scale agreements or are 
about completing same at this writing. 
The average advance received is about 
$3.50. It is quite noticeable that all 
of these agreements were settled in 
conciliation. This speaks volumes for 
the co-operative spirit that should and 
does prevail between the mailers and 
their employers. The organizations af- 
fected by scale increase are:

New Locals 


. We have succeeded in forming sev- 
eral new locals and have increased 
our membership considerably. The 
indications are with a continuation of 
our campaign of organization work 
these gains will continue. We have a 
good staff of organizers, who are be- 
coming seasoned to their work and 
-have a wonderful field to work in, with 
plenty of opportunity for progress. It 
is therefore fair to predict, even with 
our limited financial resources, that 
we will become the third largest or- 
ganization in the printing crafts even- 
tually. 
Strikes and Lock-outs. 


Our members employed in the Post- 
Intelligencer office at Seattle were 
locked out while the officers of our 
union there were negotiating a scale 
with the manager of that paper. No 
one has explained yet why this was 
done. To me it looks like a violation 
of the agreement. However, as neither 
the publisher or the officers of our 
union at Seattle have claimed viola- 
tion of contract I am therefore com- 
pelled to follow the statement that our 
members were locked out of that of- 
fice. To my mind, however, this lock- 
out seems to have some connection 
with the spirit of co-operation that 
- exists between the printing trades in 

‘Seattle. I favor closer affiliation of 
the printing trades locally or interna- 
tionally. However, one cannot lose 
sight of the fact that our organization 
had a signed contract with the pub- 
lisher of the Post-Intelligencer which 
called for arbitration in case of 
failure of settlement in conciliation. 
That contract was sacred to _ the 
parties signing the same and neither 
side had any justification for the vio- 
_lation of that contract. Nevertheless, 
the printers are on strike from that 
office and the mailers have been 
locked out since May 30th, and it is up 
to us to do all we can to help secure a 
satisfactory settlement. I express the 
opinion that this co-operative action 
should work in more than one direc- 
tion, especially as the lock-out has 
been acknowledged and benefits are 
being paid by the executive council of 
the International Typographical 
Union. The action was taken without 
-my knowedge or consent, and as a con- 


trast call to your attention the lack 
of co-operation on the printers’ part in 
Denver, Atlanta and Montreal, where 
their assistance would have aided us 
greatly. 


Warning 


Rumors still has it that there will 
be another attempt at the Internation- 
al Typographical Union convention to 
remove the mailer from the executive 
council of the International Typograph- 
ical Union, except when mailers’ cases 
are called. Don’t be fooled by that 
kind of a statement, as your repre- 
sentative has not been called to act 
on mailers’ cases during the past 
twelve months, even though he is a 
full-fledged member of the council, 
and if the changes in the law should 
be made and the mailer once taken 
off the council our craft would be 
pushed back thirty years and the mail- 
ers’ president would never be called 
upon by the executive council in any 
matter. Perhaps there are some mem- 
bers of the International Typograph- 
ical Union who believe the mailers 
should be rebuked, because they may 
not have voted as those members 
think they should, but even that does 
not justify a desiire to relegate us to 
the rear or eliminate us from the ex- 
ecutive council of the International 
Typographical Union either, and I do 
not believe any such action will be tol- 
erated by the déep-thinking and well- 
meaning members of that organization. 
These attacks on the mailers are, of 
course, trying and annoying, but in no 
sense are they discouraging. The 
mailers have decided they are going to 
continue their membership in the In- 
ternational Typographical Union and 
will do so regardless of the cost. 


Denver, Atlanta and Montreal 
Conditions 


We are still continuing our efforts 
to settle our differences with the pub- 
lishers in Atlanta. We have made 
some slight gains there and look .for 
an adjustment shortly. In Denver 
very little headway has been made, 
due mainly to the lack of support from 
the Typographical Union there and a 
flat refusal on the part of the execu- 
tive council of the International Typo- 
graphical Union to give financial aid 


to our union there for reconstruction. 
work. Several requests have been 
made to the council and all have been 
denied. The action taken was without 
my consent as a member of the execu- 
tive council. Montreal is also suffer- 
ing from lack of financial assistance. 
I for one member of the executive 
council, do not believe the council has 
met all obligations when they pay 
members the strike benefit whenever a 
strike or lock-out is in progress. The 
strike money goes direct to the meb- 
eers affected as a means of support, 
and without any other financial re- 
sources the battle is lost anywhere, as 
it is impossible to make a fight very 
effective unless you can reach the 
proper people by circularization or by 
mail or any other means to enlighten 
them of your troubles and educate 
them to understand your aims and 
desires. In my opinion, our members, 
regardless of where they have been af- 
fected by strike or lock-out, have been 
denied proper financial assistance, and 
this to a good measure is responsible 
for the conditions now prevailing in 
Denver and Montreal. Some com- 
plaint has been made about our mem- 
bers in Montreal dressing too well for 
strikers, clean collars, etc. Because 
our members have the good judgment 
to look tidy and keep their necks 
clean is not a good reason to my mind 
to deny them proper financial support, 
as we are paying our way and expect 
equal benefits, and it is hoped by all 
that the incoming council will listen 
with more favor to our complaints and 
our endeavors to live decently and 
better our working conditions and sur- 
roundings. 

I desire to thank the members and 
the officers of our various organiza- 
tions for the support and co-operation 
they have given me during the past 
year, and trusting that your delibera- 
tions at the convention will bring help- 
ful results, I am,

REPORT OF VICE-PRESIDENT 
JOHN G. GALLAGHER 


To the officers and delegates attending 
the twenty-first session of the 
Mailers Trade District Union, as- 
sembled at Toronto, Ontario, 
August 7th, 8th and 9th, 1924— 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


During the past year the struggle for 
the forty-four hour week in the com- 
mercial branch of the industry will 
terminate at the end of the present 
month. The forty-four hour week has 
been established in the majority of 
jurisdictions, but in the larger centres 
of Canada trade conditions, which are 
very poor, hindered the establishment 
in our Canadian commercial offices. 
But we hope with the coming of more 
prosperous times this condition will 
be altered and the desired objective 
gained. In spite of adverse conditions 
in different points of the jurisdiction 
our mailer membership shows a sub- 
stantial increase, and we hope that 
the deliberations of this session will 
lead the way for an even greater ad- 
vancement than has been obtained in 
the past. 


Organization. 


The executive council of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union has 
been requested by the officers of the 
Ontario-Quebec Conference of Typo-. 
graphical Unions to place organizers 
in both Ontario and Quebec, on the 
grounds that owing to the struggle 
for the shorter work week a great 
deal of organization work will have to 
be undertaken. 


The commercial branch of our craft 
in Toronto will have to be reorganized 
and attempts made to improve condi- 
tions and some system of “coloniza- 
tion’ adopted. The sooner efforts are 
made along these lines, which have 
been adopted by printer locals in sey- 
eral cities, we will help to recover the 
ground lost and achieve the object for 
which our members went on to the 
streets, to hold the principle of the 
eight-hour day and Saturday half-holi- 
day. This matter hinges largely on 
what action will be taken by the In- 
ternational Typographical Union ex- 
ecutive council when the organizing 
work in the composing rooms in Tor- 
onto is inaugurated. And when this 
work is undertaken by the Internation- 
al Typographical Union we should as- 
sume, as Toronto local went out on 
strike with Typographical Union 91 
and lost practically everything, that 
the expenses should not be borne by 
the Mailers Trade District or the lo- 


cal union, but by the International 
Typographical Union. 

We hope that the mailers of Lon- 
don, Ont., will be reorganized, but the 
last experiment was not very encour- 
aging. However, since that time 
one of the newspapers in that city is 
now owned by the same company 
which operates a Toronto newspaper 
which has always been fair to our 
Toronto Union. 


Protection of Mailing Craft 
Stencil Devices 


Since the inauguration of the forty- 
four hour struggle many printing 
houses are installing stencil systems, 
and as these machines should be 
operated by our members no oppor- 
tunity should be lost in securing con- 
trol of same, and an ever increasing 
number of newspapers are converting 
type lists to stencil lists, and we 
should endeavor to secure this work 
for our people. 


Renewal of Contracts 


Under instructions from President 
Smith, I went to Ottawa, Ontario, in 
October, 1923. The local there being 
a small one, which had some undesir- 
able conditions at the time they were 
organized, but which held their mem- 
bership intact had presented a new 
agreement, but could not effect a 
settlement. The Ottawa News and 
Subscription Bureau, which contracts 
for the mailing, collections, delivery, 
etc., employs our members, but owing 
to their claim of decreased business, 
and retrenchment offered a counter 
proposition of an increase of two dol- 
lars for a two-year agreement, an in- 
crease of one dollar for each year. The 
local officers were advised to accept 
the offer, as an agreement was desir- 
' able, in view of the situation in Mon- 
treal, which city was only a few 
hours from Ottawa. 


Ontario-Quebec Conference of Typo- 
graphical Unions 

The Ontario-Quebec Conference was 
held in London, Ontario, on June 11, 
12 and 13, 1924, and following a letter 
from President Smith I attended the 
thirteenth session of that body. The 
conference was well attended, and 
from the agenda suggested by the ex- 
- ecutive officers and discussed and act- 


ed upon showed a splendid spirit to 
try and offset the reverses of the for- 
ty-four hour week and to regain the 
ground lost. 


One of the most important subjects, 
which might be of some benefit to our 
craft, was a conference of printing 
trades unions in London, Ontario, in 
September next, at the same time as 
the Dominion Trades Congress of 
Canada is in session in that city. The 
joint action by printing trades unions 
might do something to remedy the 
chaotic condition due to high taxation, 
the forty-four hour struggle and un- 
restricted immigration from Great 
Britain at the same tlme the migra- 
tion to the United States of skilled 
workers in the printing trades con- 
tinues. The international president 
of the printing trades unions has is- 
sued invitations to attend. 


The question of amalgamation of 
printing trade unions into one union 
for the industry was discussed, but 
the conference believed same impos- 
sible to obtain at the present time, and 
thought the existing form of organi- 
zation the only one possible. 


The newspaper agreement of To- 
ronto local expires on December 31st 
of this year, and as Toronto Typo- 
graphical Union No. 91 agreement does 
not terminate until some six months 
after that date we will have to nego- 
tiate a separate agreement. It is 
most desirable that we have a juris- 
diction over all the newspapers of 
this city, for at the present time one 
publication is not completely organ- 
ized, and the local union is going to 
put forward every effort to effect this 
before a scale is presented. 


Apprentices 


A question of import to our member- 
ship in connection with apprentices is 
that in some jurisdiction more appren- 
tices are turned out than can be ab- 
sorbed by the trade, and when their 
term of apprenticeship expires and 
they are admitted to membership, they 
flock to the big cities for employment, 
when, in many cases, these large cen- 
tres have all they can do for their 
membership owing to consolidation of 
newspapers and the consequent loss 
of situations. 


Factory Inspection 


The convention should discuss the 
Sanitary conditions of mailing depart- 
ments, and find out if local unions re- 
ceive the proper co-operation of fac- 
tory inspectors to remedy any unsani- 
tary conditions, and also regarding 
fire escapes and protection from fire, 
especially when many of our people 
are employed in basements and under- 
ground quarters. This was brought 
forcibly to mind by a fatality that oc- 
curred in a Toronto press-room where 
two young men were trapped by fire, 
one of whom died from burns, and the 
other was crippled for life. This room 
was located in a cellar. In case of 
panic, in many cities, a great loss of 
life might ensue. 


Conclusion 


Let us hope that the delegates will 
give the most earnest consideration 
to matters that come before this con- 
vention that greater results may be 
obtained and to enlist the co-opera- 
tion and support of the policies enunci- 
ated and that the fullest results may 
come from the deliberations of this 
twenty-first convention, and if we 
achieve results in increasing our mem- 


bership in mailing departments and | 


turning unfriendly employers’ into 
friendly ones, improving our sanitary 
conditions, and obtaining a higher 
standard of living for the men and 
women engaged at our trade, we will 
have accomplished something worth 
striving for. 

Our first and foremost duty is or- 
ganization work—the unionizing of 
non-union mailing rooms whenever 
possible and the strengthening of our 
weaker locals. All these most desir- 
able objects may not be immediately 
obtainable, but it is only by meeting 
together in the conventions of the 
Mailers Trade District Union that 
common and united action is possible. 

I desire to thank President Smith 
and Secretary-Treasurer McNichols 
and local secretaries for many cour- 
tesies extended during the past year, 
and with best wishes for the success 
of the twenty-first convention of the 
Mailers Trade District Union.

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE 
CHAS. W. SCHEELE 


To the officers and delegates of the 
21st convention of the Mailers Trade 
District Union— 

Gentlemen: 

On August 20th, 1923, I was directed 
by President Smith to go to Omaha, 
Neb., and settle the strike situation 
there at the Bee office. 

On leaving St. Louis I had tele- 
graphed the secretary of the local that 
I would be in town the following morn- 
ing. On my arrival I found that the 
secretary had left town and the men 
had gone back to work that morning. 
I found out afterwards the men went 
back when they heard I was coming. 
I then went to Mr. McCullough at the 
Bee office and he explained the entire 
matter to me—that was the mailers 
were misled by some of the printers 
in that city. The controversy was 


over the stencil machine, which was 
being installed at that time. 

The manager being out of town, I 
took up the question with the assis- 
tant manager, who stated that he was 
willing to give the work to the mailers 
as soon as the work was completed of 
making all stencils, as he had sten- 
ographers doing this work in order to 
get the list in shape as quickly as pos- 
sible. This was then agreed upon by 
the local. At the request of the local 
I assisted them in drawing up an 
agreement, and up to date they have 
not met with success. 

During the year I have been in 
touch with Peoria, Ill., and Jefferson 
City, Mo., also Hannibal but have had 
little success. 

There are cities in -Oklahoma and 
Missouri that are capable of support- 
ing organizations, and I sincerely hope 
that something will be accomplished 
in the Middle West in the near future. 

Wishing to express my thanks to the 
officers of the Mailers Trade District 
Union for the co-operation I have re- 
ceived from them and that this con-

I want 
to say for the benefit of the Louisville 
organization that to a man they were 
more than willing to go on strike, and 
I think they have used very good 
judgment in not going out. The fore- 
man on the Courier has made things 
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almost unbearable for the men, but 
they have stuck to their positions. - 

A committee was sent to Cincinnati 
to confer with me, and they explained 
that he had given four of the men a $2 
bonus and the three oldest men in the 
office were ignored, this all being done 
to create trouble. I want to say that 
with any help at all from the printers 
the mailers in Louisville could win. 

I also visited Lexington, Ky., but as 
there were only three men I was un- 
able to do any good there .

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE 
OTTO LEPP 


Milwaukee, Wis. 
August 4, 1924. 
To the officers and delegates of the 

Mailers Trade District Union— 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

In the past year just ended the 
mailers’ trade has been very success- 
ful in both increasing its membership 
and extending its jurisdiction in the 
State of Wisconsin. Although the 
greatest successes were accomplished 
in Milwaukee, the field for organiza- 
tion in other cities is a very fertile 
one, and in my opinion a great deal 
will be accomplished in such cities ag 
Manitowoc, Racine, Neenah-Menasha, 
Kenosha, Superior and Duluth, Minn. 

In the cities mentioned I have per- 
sonally communicated with men in 
these cities, and although not definite- 
ly stated there is a feeling among 
these men to get together and form a 
union in at least two cities at this 
time. 

In Milwaukee No. 23 has had con- 
siderable trouble in signing contracts 
with the publishers since 1922. At 
this time negotiations were started, 
but due to the fact that the union 
failed to enter its new proposition in 
due time (sixty days prior to expira- 
tion) the publishers took exception to 
the technical violation which resulted 
in a long drawn out matter. How- 
ever, in 1923, the union again sub- 
mitted a new proposition with compli- 
ance to section 2, article 1, of the 


International Typographical Union con- 
stitution. This the publishers refused 
to accept, and after some lengthy con- 
ferences the scale committe made the 
report to the union with a proposition 
for increase in wages of $2.00 days and 
$5.00 nights, forty-eight hours, the 
contract to be dated back to June, 
1922, expiring June 28th, 1925, with 
back pay from January 7th, 1924. This 
contract was signed in March. 

On the first of June, William Ran- 
dolph Hearst merged the Milwaukee 
Sentinel into the Wisconsin News and 
the Sunday Sentinel into the Sunday 
Telegram. With this action the Mil- 
waukee Sentinel signed contracts with 
the Allied Printing Trades- Council 
and also Milwaukee Mailers. This in- 
creased the membership of No. 23 to 
a good extent, as it is a known fact 
that the Milwaukee Sentinel has not 
employed our men since the beginning 
of our union. There are still one or 
two issues that are not settled entirely 
in this office, and after taking the mat- 
ters up with President Smith was in- 
formed that he would give it his per- 
sonal attention after the sessions in 
Toronto, Canada. 

On numerous occasions men without 
cards have been coming to Milwaukee 
seeking employment, and I have found 
that the greater part of these men 
come from Duluth, Minn. After tak- 
-ing the matter up with President 
Smith I was instructed to follow up 
the Duluth affair to see what the possi- 
bilities of forming a union might be. 
I was fortunate enough to get in 
touch with the ex-president of the Du- 
luth Mailers and in his reply stated 
that very shortly he would be looking 
for assistance to get a union going in 
his city. 

In the July meeting that Milwaukee 
held the union went on record to at 
least attempt to organize the two 
foreign language papers in our city. 
One, the North American Press, a Ger- 
man paper, and the other, the Kuryer 
Polski, a Polish paper. One employs 
about ten men, while the latter em- 
ploys but two or three. The instruc- 
tions of the union have been followed 
and I have personally wrote for con- 
ferences with these people, and trust 
that after the sessions in Toronto we 
will be able to at least meet them on 
the matter. 
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Expressing my sincerest thanks to 
President Smith and Secretary Mc- 
Nichols for their services in the past 
year, and wishing the convention to 
be as interesting and successful as the

A. S. NANCE

To the officers and the members of 
the Mailers Trade District Union— 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

During the month of April I visited 
the city of Nashville at request of 
President Smith in an endeavor to re- 
organize that city, but conditions 
were not favorable for this at that 
time. 


An organization could have been es- 
tablished, but a number of mailers in 
that city desired to leave as soon as 
travelling cards could be issued, to 
take advantage of the better condi- 
tions and higher wages enjoyed by our 
members in other jurisdictions, instead 
of remaining in Nashville and assist- 
ing in betterment of local conditions. 
This would have left insufficient mem- 
bership to maintain active organiza- 
tion, and under these condition I 
recommended to President Smith that 
no charter be issued in this city until 
better assurance of establishing per- 
manent organization could be had. 

The situation in Atlanta has shown 
slight change since the last conven- 
tion, but the splendid support given 
Atlanta by different locals throughout 
the jurisdiction, and especially by 
President Smith, Secretary McNichols 
and Representative McArdle of New 
York, has assisted in maintaining the 
morale of this organization, which is 
at present on more stable foundation 
than any time since the lock-out. 

We have a number of unorganized 
cities in the Southeast capable of sup- 
porting organizations, but unsettled 
conditions in Atlanta and Louisville 
are a handicap in organizing work in 
this section. However, with adjust- 
ments in these cities I am confident 
that our membership will be materially 
increased throughout the South.

Y., and Syracuse, N. Y. In Rochester 
the members of that local had re- 
fused to pay their dues to the 
Interhational Typographical Union and 
the Mailers Trade District Union.

Moved by Delegate Weissman that 
we refer the officers’ reports to the 
Committee on Officers’ Reports and 
Appeals. Adopted. 

Chairman Nash of the Laws Com- 
mittee requested the delegates to pre- 
sent any amendments or resolutions 
they may have to the committee, as 
the Laws Committee wished to act on 
any matters the delegates desired to 
bring before the convention. 

Under the head of Good and Wel- 
fare, a general discussion was entered 
into on many subjects pertaining tg 
our craft throughout the jurisdiction. 
All the delegates discussed these mat- 
ters at length. 

Under the head of unfinished busi- 
ness the matter of bringing the de- 
fense fund up to the amount of $5,000 
was discussed, after which President 
Smith announced that same would be 
done by the Executive Council, as the 
convention of 1921 ordered it to be 
put in that condition. 

The matter of raising a defense 


fund of $25,000 was discussed, and a 
motion was made that we appoint a 
committee of several members to in- 
vestigate the matter and see if they 
think it advisable to raise the amount, 
mentioned and report back to the con- 
vention. Adopted . 

President Smith appointed on the 
committee Delegates Lepp, Bridges, 
Welch, Martin, Maloney, Nance, White, 
G. W. Wyatt, and Pierce. 

Delegate Gibson on a point of in- 
formation inquired if President, 
Chas. N. Smith, had any word from 
the Board of Governors’ recent meet- 
ing in New York on the matter of. the 
Portland mailers’ appeal. The presi- 
dent informed the delegate that he 
had, as he was present at said meet- 
ing, and a very lengthy report was 
read on the subject. In this report 
taken verbatim, President Howard of 
the International Typographical Union 
concedes jurisdiction of single wrap- 
ping to the Bindery Workers Union. 
In this President Howard was as- 
. sisted by Vice-President Trotter. 
Neither one of the officials seem to 
know the construction placed on the 
American Federation of Labor decision 
years ago by the officers of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union at that 
time. 

Delegate Gibson and _  Secretary- 
Treasurer McNichols cited cases in 
their cities where through the ignor- 
ance of these officials it will be detri- 
mental to our cause before the Allied 
Printing Trades Council of their lo- 
calities as the Binders Union would 
cite the decisions of our officers of the 
International Typographical Union in 
these matters. 

Moved by Delegate Lepp that we 
adjourn, to meet Saturday at 9 a. m. 
Adopted.

Proposition No. 4, submitted by the 
New York delegates, copy of which 
follows: 

Whereas we find that after a care- 
ful survey throughout the United 
States and Canada there are more 
than ten thousand (10,000) mailers, of 
whom only twenty-five hundred (2,500) 
are organized, and 

Whereas, we feel that if the Mailers 
Trade District Union were given an 
opportunity they would succeed in or- 
ganizing these unorganized mailers; 
so therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Mailers Trade 
District Union in convention assem- 
bled appoint a committee from the 
delegates to wait upon the incoming 
executive council when they take office 
in November and request that proper 
assistance be given to the officers of 
the Mailers Trade District in order 
that the organizing of these men must 
become effective, and point out to the 
executive council the necessity of this 
work and the beneficial help that will 
result from this to the Mailers Trade 
District and the International Typo- 
graphical Union. 

Your committee, after due delibera- 
tion and hearing the different points 
regarding this proposition advanced by 
the delegates of Mailers Union No. 6 
of New York City, feel that this propo- 
sition will be of the greatest benefit 
to the Mailers Trade District Union 
if it is endorsed by this convention 
and a committee appointed by Presi- 
dent Smith to wait upon the newly- 
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elected executive council of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union at 
Indianapolis and advance their ideas 
regarding this proposition and of the 
great benfit which will accrue both to 
the Mailers Trade District Union and 
the International Typographical Union 
with the added organization of unor- 
ganized mailers throughout the coun- 
try, that from a business standpoint it 
will greatly benefit both the Mailers 
Trade District and the International 
Typographical Union, and if this com-

REPORT OF LAWS COMMITTEE. 


Toronto, Ont., Aug. 9th, 1924. 

Officers and delegates of the Mailers 

Trade District Convention Assem- 
bled— 
Gentlemen: 

The Laws Committee begs leave to 
submit the following report. 

They have received up to date four 
propositions from delegates and have 
acted on same. The first proposition 
was submitted by the delegate from 
Los Angeles, which reads as follows: 

“Also that withdrawal cards issued 
by newly-organized unions shall not be 
honored by other than issuing union 
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until said local has been chartered one 

year.” 

Your committee after careful con- 
sideration of this amendment to the 
laws moves for its adoption by this 
convention. 

After a discussion of the amend- 
ment by Delegates Maloney and Cadi- 
gan, it was moved by Delegate Lepp 
that we concur in the amendment. 
Adopted. 

Proposition No. 2, submitted by 
Mailers Union No. 20, and No. 42. 
After careful consideration by the 
Laws Committee we feel that the work 
requested by these organizations is 
now being done by the Mailers Trade 
District officers whenever opportuni- 
ties arise and that the proposition as 
a whole makes no provision to finance 
the working out of this law, so con- 
sequently the committee nonconcurs 
regarding this proposition, the follow- 
ing of which is a copy. 

To the officers and members of the 
Mailers Trade District Union of 
North America— . 

A proposition to change paragraph 8, 
section 1, of article 4, of the constitu- 
tion. It now reads: 


“He shall appoint an organizer from 
each local union, whose duties shall be 
to endeavor to unionize adjacent 
towns. Said organizer to be under the 
direction of the President.” 


By substituting the following: 

“He shall appoint four organizers, 
one to work in the west, one in the 
east, one in the middle west, and one 
in the south, whose duties shall be to 
organize the cities in their respective 
districts. Said organizers to be under 
the direction of the President.” 

Also section 4, article 8, by inserting 
$8.00 in place of $6.00. It now reads: 

“The compensation of any officer 
other than the president, vice-presi- 
dent or secretary-treasurer, or any 
member performing services under di- 
direction of the president or executive 
council, shall be an amount lost equal 
to his earning capacity; or, if unem- 
ployed, the regular scale of his union, 
but not less than $6.00 per day.” 

“It will then read: 

“The compensation of any officer 
other than the president, vice-presi- 
dent or secretary-treasurer, or any 


member performing service under di- 
rection of the president or executive 
council, shall be an amount lost equal 
to his earning capacity; or, if unem- 
ployed, the regular scale of his union, 
but not less than $8.00 per day.” 


The proposition submitted by Dele- 
gate Pierce was reported favorably by 
‘the Laws Committee, and after being 
discussed by Delegates Pierce, Thax- 
ton, Nash, McArdle, Maida, Cadigan, 
Finn, Bridges, and President Smith. It 
was moved by Delegate Maida that we 
adopt the resolution. Adopted. 

Proposition No. 3, submitted by the 
delegates from Chicago Mailers Union, 
regarding a request that all subordi- 
nate unions of the Mailers Trade Dis- 
trict use union-made paper. Your com- 
mittee fully endorses this proposition 
and moves for its concurrence. 

Whereas, the principles and policies 
of the trades union movement which 
we are founded on have in some in- 
stances been neglected or ignored by 
the rank and file of its members affili- 
ated with the American Federation of 
Labor, whom we recognize as the su- 
preme legislative body which our in- 
ternational and federal unions are a 
part of, especially in the demand and 
usage of all legitimate trades union 
labels; and 

Whereas, the Allied Printing Trades 
Council label is the emblem of the 
commercial printing and publishing 
trades which we as workers are iden- 
tified with, that we in convention now 
assembled do hereby pledge ourselves 
and urge others to use the Allied 
Printing Trades label on all forms and 
character of printing, whether it be 
cards, catalogues, books, posters, 
newspapers or bank checks (the latter 
named which is a necessity apparently 
is overlooked entirely), as a fidelity 
' to our cause and as a maintenance to 
our shorter work week, as well as a 
silent and effective organizer for our 
craft; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that we the Mailers Trade 
District Union again reaffirm our .ac- 
tion in demanding and insisting on the 
printing of the Allied Printing Trades 
label on all our work; and be it 
further 

Resolved, that in adherence and pro- 
motion of this cause we insist and 
urge the necessity in the purchasing 


of all paper used in printing and litho- 
graphing that said paper bear the im- 
print or label of the International 
Brotherhood of Paper Makers Union. 

This resolution was discussed by 
Delegates Maida, Wyatt, Nash, Mce- 
Ardle, Bridges and Gibson, after which 
a motion was made by Delegate Welch 
to adopt the resolution as offered. 
Adopted.

RESOLUTION

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
SIOUX CITY MATTER 


We had two conferences with Mr. 
Noble of the Sioux City Register on 
the matter of Mr. Sturgeon’s protest. 
We have his side wherein he states 
that he was unable to get in touch 
with Mr. Sturgeon on the launching of 
the new union daily. He employed 
two men, who paid initiation fee to the 
Sioux City Typographical Union at the 
time when they were put to work. He 
also stated to me that they intend to 
leave town and seek employment in 
Chicago and other cities, one to go to 
school and work in union jurisdictions 
elsewhere. 

This committee does not care to take 
any action that will be detrimental to 
the printers’ cause in the strife en- 
gaged. We recommend that President 
Chas. N. Smith and the Executive 
Council be empowered to straighten 
out this matter. We feel that if we 
should take any drastic action in the 
way of publicity on this matter it will 
hurt our cause.

of the committee having Sioux City 
matter in hand be concurred in. 
Adopted. 

Report of Committee on matter of 
requesting International Typographi- 
cal Union Executive Council to con- 
tinue strike benefits to Montreal Mail- 
ers Union No. 39 after September 
1, 1924. 

- Delegate White, for the committee, 
reported that the International Typo- 
graphical Union Executive Council 
told the the committee the Montreal 
mailers would receive the same treat- 
ment as all other unions would in this 
matter. After a general discussion en- 
tered into on this matter by Delegates 
Cadigan, Carr, Lepp, Nash, Jud, Ma- 
loney, Mazurette, McArdle, White, 
Wyatt, Maida and President Smith at 
this time Vice-President Gallagher as- 
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sumed the chair. After an extended 
talk on the subject by the delegates 
and President Smith a motion was of- 
fered by Delegate White, J. W., that 
the report be received and that the 
defense fund of the Mailers Trade 
District Union be used to assist the 
Montreal mailers, and as the fund is 
used it be replenished by the assess- 
ment which is within the power of the 
Executive Council, to keep it at the 
amount of $5,000.00. 


Amendment by Delegate Finn to the 
motion that the Montreal matter be 
placed in the hands of the Executive 
Council of the Mailers Trade District 
Union, with full power to act. Ques- 
tion on the amendment was called for, 
and same was adopted on aye and 
nay vote. 


Under the head of Good and Welfare 
a general discussion was entered into 
by the delegates, and during this dis- 
cussion President Smith spoke on a 
number of amendments offered to the 
International Typographical Union 
Convention detrimental to the Mailers, 
of which the following are copies: 


Proposition No. 85—By the Commit- 
tee on Laws, International Typo- 
graphical Union: 

The Committee on Laws submits 
and recommends to the convention 
that propositions: 


No. —, amending section 1, article 
iv: 

No. —, amending section 1, article 
Vv; 

No. —, amending section 5, article 
vi, which will become a new section 6, 
article vi; 

No. —, amending section 7, article 
vi; ; 

No. —, amending secition 1, article 
Viii; 

No. —, amending section 2, article 
viii; 

No. —, amending section 1, article 
i, bylaws, sub-section 3, all of which 


have for their purpose the amending 
of the constitution and the by-laws of 
the International Typographical Union, 
be submitted in one group to the mem- 
bership of the International Typo- 
graphical Union for its consideration 
by means of the referendum. 

Amend section 1, article iv, constitu- 
tion, by the addition of the word “typo- 


graphical” after the first word ‘“‘subor- 
dinate,” and by adding a new clause 
to read as follows: 

“Provided, Trade District Unions 
shall be entitled on the basis of their 


total membership to representation in. 


the conventions of the International 
Typographical Union upon the same 
conditions as local _ typograhpical 
unions of similar membership.” 

The amended section will then read: 


ARTICLE IV.—REPRESENTATION. 


Sec. 1. Subordinate typographical 
unions are entitled to representation 
in conventions of the International 
Typographical Union according to the 
following apportionment: Unions with 
one hundred members or less, one 
delegate; more than one hundred and 
less than five hundred members, two 
delegates; more than five hundred and 
less than one thousand members, 
three delegates; and one thousand or 
any greater number of members, four 
delegates. Two or more subordinate 
unions, having a membership of less 
than one hundred members each, may 
combine and elect one delegate, the 
certificate of a delegate so chosen to 
be signed by the president and secre- 
tary of each of the unions he repre- 
sents. Provided, trade district unions 
shall be entitled on the basis of their 
total membership to representations 
in the conventions of the International 
Typographical Union upon the same 
conditions as local _ typographical 
unions of similar membership. 

Amend section 1, article v, “Officers 
and Elections,” constitution, to read 
as follows: 

Sec. 1. The elective officers of the 
International Typographical Union 
shall be a president, a first vice-presi- 
dent, a second vice-president, a third 
vice-president and a _ secretary-treas- 
urer, who shall be elected exclusively 
by members of typographical unions; 
a fourth vice-president, who shall be 
a member of and elected exclusively 
by members of the Typographia; a 
fifth vice-president, who shall be a 
member of and elected exclusively by 
members of the Mailers Trade District 
Union; a board of auditors consisting 
of three members, such number of 
delegates to the American Federation 
of Labor as this body is entitled to by 
law, one delegate to the Canadian 
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Trades and Labor Congress of Canada 
(who must be a member of one of the 
Canadian unions) such number of 
nominees aS may be necessary to fill 
vacancies in the membership of the 
Union Printers Home corporation, and 
an agent of the Union Printers Home. 

Amend section 5, article vi, consti- 
tution, page 9, by adding new section 
to read as follows: 

Section 5. The fifth vice-president 
shall discharge such duties as pertain 
to the office of president of the Mail- 
ers Trade District Union. 

Amend present section 5, which will 
become: section 6, to read as follows: 

Sec. 6. The vice-presidents allotted 
to the Typographia and Mailers Trade 
District Union shall have a vote as 
members of the executive council upon 
all matters affecting the interests of 
their respective branches. 


Amend section 7, article vi, consti- 
tution, page 10, by adding the word 
“typographical” after the word subor- 
dinate,’ in the sixth line, and eliminat- 
ing all following the word “union,” 
also in the sixth line, and substituting 
the following: 


“Whenever any business concerning 
the Typographia is to be considered 
the executive council shall be com- 
posed of the president, secretary-treas- 
urer and the fourth vice-president. 
Whenever any business concerning the 
Mailers Trade District Union is to be 
considered the executive council shall 
be composed of the president, secre- 
tary-treasurer and fifth vice-president.” 

Amend section 1, article viii, consti- 
tution by striking out words in 
brackets and adding words in black 
face, as follows: 


ARTICLE VIII.—SALARIES AND 
EXPENSES. 


Sec. 1. The salary of the president, 
vice-presidents and _ secretary-treas- 
urer, in full for the services rendered 
by each of said officers during the 
term of office, shall be the sums fol- 
lowing: For the president, for serv- 
ices rendered as president of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union and 
as president of the Board of Trustees 
of the Union Printers Home, $5,000 
per annum; first vice-president, $4,000 
per annum; the second and third vice- 
presidents shall be paid as are the 


representatives of the International 
Typographical Union and [he] they 
shall attend all conventions of the 
organization; [third vice-president, 
$300 per annum], fourth vice-presi- 
dent, $500 per annum; fifth vice-presi- 
dent, $300 per annum; and Ssecretary- 
treasurer, for services rendered as sec. 
retary-treasurer of the International 
Typographical Union and as secretary- 
treasurer of the board of trustees of 
the Union Printers Home, $5,000 per 
annum. 

Amend section 2, article viii, page 
13, constitution, by adding the “Fifth 
Vice-President” after the words 
“Fourth Vice-President,’ in second 
line. 

Amend section 1, article i, by-laws, 
sub-section 3, to read as follows: 

“3. For Fourth Vice-President, mem- 
bership in the German-American Typo- 
graphia; for Fifth Vice-President, 
membership in a mailers’ union. 

The amended section to read as 
follows: 


ARTICLE I.—QUALIFICATIONS, 
NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS. 


Qualifications of Candidates. 

Sec. 1. The qualifications of candi- 
dates for office in the International 
Typographical Union shall be as fol- 
lows: 1. Membership in the Interna- 
tional Union and in continuous good 
standing for at least one year previous 
to making a declaration as candidate 
and previous to the acceptance of the 
nomination (“continuous good stand- 
ing” means that a member must have 
paid his dues and assessments each 
month as provided by International 
law), and freedom from delinquency of 
any nature to the International or sub- 
ordinate unions. 2. Membership in a 
subordinate union which has paid per 
capita tax and discharged ‘all other 
- financial obligations due this Interna- 
tional Union. 3. For Fourth Vice- 
President, membership in the German- 
American Typographia; for Fifth Vice- 
President, membership in a mailers’ 
union. 4. Candidates for office in trade 
district unions who, by virtue of their 
office, become officers of the Interna- 
Union, shall, in addition to the pre- 
ceeding qualifications be subject to the 
qualifications provided for in the laws 
of their respective trade district 
unions. 


The delegates who discussed this 
proposition were: Black, Nash, White, 
J. W., McArdle, Finn, Lepp, Nance 
and Bridges. Secretary McNichols at 
this time took the floor on the subject 
and requested the delegates who were 
continually voting on Progressive mea- 
sures detrimental to us at the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union convention 
to explain their attitude on these mat- 
ters. Delegates Cadigan and Martin 
then took the floor and explained they 
were voting according to the way they 
believed was right. 

Delegate Wyatt made no reply as to 
his manner of voting at the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union Conven- 
tion. 

After a lengthy discussion, Delegate 
Cadigan moved that the Mailers Trade 
District Union go on record as being 
unanimously opposed to any objec- 
tionable matter detrimental to the 
Mailers that is presented at the Inter. 
national Typographical Union Conven- 
tion. 

This motion on an aye and nay vote 
was adopted. 

The matter of compensation for the 
Laws Committee was taken up at this 
time. 

Delegate Nance moved that we allow 


. the Laws Committee the regular com- 
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pensation of $15 per day. Adopted.

Report of Secretary-Treasurer James 
P. MecNichols to the membership 
of the Mailers Trade District 
Union— 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


We have been very fortunate during 
the past year in the matter of the for- 
mation of new locals, among which are 
the cities of Pittsburgh, Pa., Akron, 
Ohio, Troy, N. Y., and Worcester, 
Mass. These new locals seem to be in 
a flourishing condition and at present 
are strengthened by the constant vig- 
ilance of representatives of the Mail- 
ers. Trade District, who advise and 
help them whenever any difficult ques- 
tion arises.
